number states have considered their re- 
spective legislatures, proposed bills which would 
make more less offense for surgeon 
operate for appendicitis and not produce from 
the abdomen the patient, obviously diseased 
appendix. Fortunately for the general average 
common sense, none these bills has passed 
received markedly serious consideration. the 
duty every one aid the education 
the general public these matters, and can 
only that work thoroughly understanding 
the facts and careful, persistent and patient dis- 
cussion them with those with whom 
come contact. Consider well the following 
simple facts: Four cases came within observa- 
tion single week. All had about the same 
trivial (?) symptoms. Some nausea and vomiting 
the stomach” the next. day. Little actual 
pain. increase the pulse and rise 
temperature. marked muscular rigidity but 
well defined tender point the region the 
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appendix. two patients, after twenty-four 
hours, slight rise temperature. Consultations 
were all four cases and each was 
unanimously agreed that immediate operation 
was imperative. After this.decision was reached 
time was wasted taking leukocyte count 
save one case, and that one was not es- 
pecially suggestive. All were operated upon 
acute appendicitis cases. three the appendix 
was found perfectly normal far macro- 
microscopic examination could determine. But 
the fourth; the one with symptoms not marked 
story. Here was appendix, buried deep down 
and completely gangrenous; much that the 
greatest surgical skill was required get 
out even fragments and not soil the abdom- 
inal cavity. Which was the better course fol- 
low, operate upon ali and have them all alive 
and well, delay with the consequent death 
twenty-five per cent. the number? Even the 
three who possessed normal appendices 
fited, for the operation may regarded pro- 
phylactic they need never fear the dreaded 
appendicitis; will never bother them. See what 
very grave danger the public welfare any 
penalizing law this subject would be. Surgeons 
would hesitate operate cases where the symp- 
toms were more marked than these four— 
and one the four would probably have died 
another twenty-four forty-eight hours had been 
allowed pass with fecal matter and suppuration 
working away from the bottom the abdominal 
cavity. have allowed the layman too long 
joke about mistakes diagnosis and the removal 
healthy appendices. had one these cases 
would cease think joke. 


POLITICS AND HEALTH-OFFICER.

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HARRISON NARCOTIC LAW. 

Many letters are still being received asking 
what physician may may not under the 
Harrison law. matter fact, the law has 
way invaded the rights the physician; 
has only said that must not sloppy about his 
records, and this good thing. many 
physicians are too careless about keeping records 
anything relating their work, and this the 
has deplored more than one occasion. 
You can prescribe any narcotic you think neces- 
sary, but you must have registered with the col- 
lector internal revenue and obtained license; 
and you must put the date, patient’s name and 
your own name full, the prescription, to- 
gether with your license number. has been 
ruled that “name full” meant the signa- 
ture which you ordinarily use sign legal docu- 
ments, checks, etc. you wish buy narcotic 
preparations covered the law dispense 


use your practice, you must obtain them 


official blank which the collector sells for one dol- 
lar hundred. you give away dispense any 
such preparations, you must keep record 
the date and amount and the name the patient 
and preserve this for two years. All which 
seems work hardship upon the physician 
and indeed help, for now has the assurance 
that his prescriptions will not refilled. Else- 
where publish abstract the rulings the 
Commissioner various points the law. Un- 
doubtedly many these rulings will more 
less modified time goes and found how 
they work. the main, they seem not un- 
just too stringent and will not long before 
all get the habit following them.

THE DETAIL MAN—AN ECONOMIC WASTE. 


“The Passing the Detail Man,” which ap- 
peared the advertiser’s column the 
NIA STATE JoURNAL March 1915, 
deals with but one phase the situation—the 
physician’s viewpoint. The offered 
naturally have come from the manufacturer and 
his agent. The manufacturer and his agent, 
however, must soon awaken the fact that the 
conditions which made the detail man profitable 
propagandist are now radically changed. ad- 
vancement educational standards; the continual 
exposure proprietary and medical frauds; keen 
competition, and the general disposition dis- 
credit commercial exponents therapeutic virtues, 
all tend make the detail man’s life burden. 
This particularly the case our large cities. 

order gain audience the detail man 
must have some excuse for calling. cannot 
with propriety assume take the physician’s 
time without something compensatory his visit. 
The manufacturer well aware this and 
constantly devising “something new” aid the 
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detail man his rounds. The offering sam- 
ples has lost its advertising value. The busy 
practitioner longer bothers with these, nor does 
pass them his patient. knows that 
this little trick encourages self-medication and 
builds business for the proprietary interests. 
leaving “literature” also becoming obsolete— 
this accomplished less expense medium 
the mails. The “friendship” dodge taking 
the doctor out dinner the races rather 
too costly for universal adoption. Getting 
with the doctor’s office nurse has been worked 
with success but takes ingenuity and time 
warm “the cold shoulder.” 

About the only worth-while that counts 
these days the man exceptional quality who 
is—first all—a gentleman; who backed 
house unquestioned integrity; who knows his 
line from alpha omega. Such man, how- 
ever, luxury for the manufacturer main- 
tain the field. cannot possibly pay 
yielder direct returns. 

the larger centers the physician can seen 
but few hours during the afternoon. best 
the detail man can make but two three worth- 
while interviews. may make five six 
“pseudo” interviews, maybe dozen “fake” 
interviews. Pseudo interviews and fake interviews, 
however, belong only the cheap man who 
capper for cheap house. this mendicant 
class that leaves samples and trash your recep- 
tion room and who slinks away and reports you 
“visited.” 

The worth-while detail man can make only 
very few calls per day and costs his house any- 
where from ten fifteen dollars per day. Now, 
what can this worth-while interview consist of? 
consists the majority cases, just 
good-fellowship exchange courtesies. Frequently 
there mention whatever business. ‘The 
whole procedure promote cordial relations 
between house” and its good friend—the 
physician. truth, the legitimate field 
the detail man. typifies the detail man 
the future not the present. sooner the 
manufacturer finds this out the better will 
for all concerned.

MORPHINE-SCOPOLAMINE 
SIA OBSTETRICS.*

and shall reserve final judgment until can 
quote from results one hundred cases. 


THE IMPORTANCE THE SUBJECT. 

Anesthesia obstetrics itself quite prob- 
lem for the reason that must consider its ef- 
fects both the mother and the all 
recognize the need for some form narcosis. 
New departures other branches medicine and 
surgery are fast becoming familiar the public. 
The propaganda for education the laity now 
busying itself with obstetrics that pressure 
being brought bear the obstetrician the 
present time, the great demand being for relief 
from the fears and agonies The 
‘obstetrician recognizes only too truly the 
that the woman to-day who lives the modern 
life experiencing more difficulty bringing her 
young into the world. Not only does she suffer 
more intensely from nervous exhaustion, due the 
fears and pains childbirth, but the result 
this exhaustion she requires aid the way 
operative measures, especially forceps. 

Chloroform, ether, nitrous oxide cannot 
given over any length time and the question 
before this evening small non-poison- 
ous doses morphine-scopolamine administered 
the parturient woman over extended period 
time allay her fears and relieve her 
suffering and exhaustion without doing appreciable 
harm mother child? 


PREPARATIONS EMPLOYED. 


But word the preparations em- 
ployed. Morphine and its hypodermic use fa- 
miliar all. Scopolamine, use it, put 
the Hoffman-La Roche Chemical 
cording the method prescribed Straub, and 
designated “Scopolamine Haltbar.”

HISTORICAL SKETCH. 


The employment these drugs obstetrics 
nothing new. Von Steinbuckle 1902 first 
mended their use obstetrics; published the 
results twenty his cases. His caution

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the use scopolamine childbirth contrasts very 
favorably with the boldness with which was used 
surgery. Gauss 1906 published 
sults over six hundred cases. Credit given 
him for developing the technic “Dammer 
Schlaf,” “Twilight Sleep.” 1907- 
1908 elaborated and perfected the details and pub- 
lished his results 1,500 cases. During all this 
time thé controversy among obstetricians waxed 
warm. Zweiful, Beirute, and Newell reported 
favorably and recommended the treatment; Stef- 
fens and Hocheisen opposed its use, basing their 
views results three hundred cases. Leopold 
1910 published his classical article reviewing the 
entire question, both its surgical 
obstetrical uses, paying particular attention the 
pharmacology the drugs. cited the advan- 
tages and the disadvantages the use morphine- 
scopolamine follows: 


Advantages Memory the event lost. 
Pain decreased abolished. Hemor- 
rhage lessened. 


Danger the child, pro- 
ducing asphyxia; some cases, death. Miscel- 
laneous minor disadvantages, Labor 
longed. Unsuitable for general practice. Pa- 
tient needs watching and attention while under 
the treatment. 

The impression received this 
article was that the drugs are too dangerous 
used and the results too difficult attain ac- 
count the complex technic with its minute de- 
tails. The entire matter, therefore, was dropped 
until revived again Kronig November, 1913, 
Chicago; his article was published Surgery, 
Gynecology, and Obstetrics, for May, 1914. 

was the beginning August this year 
that began using treatment experimentally. 
spite the above review the literature 
tried approach the question with unbiased 
and impartial mind. wished ascertain for 
myself whether there was any merit what Kro- 
nig was advocating. obtained the technic from 
Freiburg, sent for the solutions, and few 
weeks had several cases which afforded the 
desired opportunity. Every effort was made 
avoid the errors which are responsible for many 
the bad results reported. errors are 


Most men this country used combina- 
tion the two drugs, morphine and scopolamine, 
not only for the initial dose but for the suc- 
ceeding doses also. 

Bad results were further due excessive 
dosage and the use unstable and deteriorated 
preparations the scopolamine. 

The erroneous notion prevailed that the 
method aimed abolish the suffering labor, 
whereas intended only to. memory 
the event.

THE ESSENTIALS FOR SUCCESS. 


Emotional and psychic disturbances prior 
operation must reduced minimum. 


Pain and fright must altogether absent 
the time operation, the administration 
suitable anesthetic. 


THE ADMINISTRATION THE TREATMENT. 


With these essentials mind, technic begins 
the ante-partum stage for then allay the fears 
and build the confidence patient, that 
when labor actually begins her co-operation al- 
ready secured. During the first stage the room 
should present cheerful appearance and free 
from any association with the actual delivery 
the absence instruments, odorous solutions, and 
on.

With the onset pains the diagnosis labor 
accurately the contractions the 
uterus being determined laying the hand the 
fundus. first injection consists 0.03 gm. 
narcophine combined with 0.00045 gm. 
scopolamine. hour after the 
first second injection consisting 0.00045 gm. 
scopolamine alone given. Further 
varies for each patient and depends entirely 
the memory test. The minimum amount scopo- 
lamine used that will secure amnesia, aboli- 
tion memory. ‘This very important, and 
Gauss insists that the success the treatment 
stands falls the observance this one test. 

The average normal case requires from five 
seven injections, and while some cases may 
only necessary give three, others many 
twelve fourteen may needed. com- 
plete record kept and have regular chart 
which recorded the findings for 
vidual case. nurse, whom have specially 
trained for this treatment, attends to, the chart 
work. copy this chart appended. 


MANAGEMENT LABOR. 


The cases are conducted exactly the same 
morphine-scopolamine had been administered. 
The examinations are made rectum order 
avoid moving the patient into the delivery room 
where she would have cleansed with the 
solutions. simple gauze sponge saturated with 
bichloride solution keeps the field clean. 


COURSE LABOR. 


The patient drowsy and sleeps between her 
pains. When pain occurs she feels some 
extent and will moan and often toss about, but 
rarely has restrained. semi-conscious 
she will some cases respond questions, some- 
what tardily, will obey commands changing 
her position when comes time bear down. 
The progress labor must carefully 
the characteristic cry absent which denotes de- 
scent when the head strikes the pelvic floor. 
Any straining efforts the head distends the vulva 
are controlled few whiffs ether; this will 
also prevent the patient from awakening, for 
this time the pain more acute. The head 
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gradually escapes over the perineum, permitting 
more distention the tissues.

None patients developed any abnormality 
during the puerperium. They were encouraged 
about bed, turn frequently from 
side side, and avoid lying flat the back; 
rule they were permitted sit bed 
rather early. were given massage and re- 
sistance exercises nurse. this increased 
their general tone and when they got they 
were free from the usual weakness that accom- 
panies the first attempts leave their bed. 
lying-in period not cut short and they remained 
bed the usual ten days. 


THE EFFECT THE MOTHER. 


Eight cases were and all the 


entire fourteen were good physical condition. 
Nine were entirely successful, three partially suc- 
cessful, and two were failures. Or, round 
numbers, the results may classified per 
cent. unsuccessful, per cent. partially successful, 
and per cent. successful. claims com- 
plete amnesia covering the duration labor 
per cent. his cases, and Harrar the New 
York Lying-in Hospital secured complete amnesia 
per cent., partial amnesia and hazy recol- 
lection with distinct alleviation suffering 
per cent., with per cent. not responding all 
the drug. Rongy New York obtained the

have not cited results for the purpose 
drawing conclusions, but with the hope that may 
precipitate discussion. Those who advocate who 
condemn this treatment should base their decisions 
actual experience. Opinions statistics gath- 
ered from the various parts the world, from 
men whose reputations can vouch for and 
whose experiences are not few cases, 
can throw much light this question. From 
own results feel justified continuing 
administer this treatment any patients 
who are good physical condition and who will 
co-operate with me.

Wakefield: Mr. Chairman, ladies 
and gentlemen: Being very poor speaker and 
being very much interested this subject, 
have taken the liberty writing out discus- 
sion.

think Dr. Breitstein has brought before this 
society one the most important subjects that 
has ever been discussed here and contgratulate 
him the masterly way has introduced the 
subject. 

ment labor with very great care and very 
great scientific interest. have used now 
twenty-eight cases. Like Dr. Breitstein, have 
hesitancy, view the great amount pro- 
fessional prejudice that seems exist against 
the treatment, discussing the subject without 
greater wealth material. feel, however, 
that what can twenty-eight cases, can 
these cases have not had single failure. 
some them the have been relatively 
more perfect than others, but all them 
the results have satisfactory, both 
and the patient. Seventy-five eighty 
per cent. them have carried away from their 
labor recollection any kind; the other 
per cent. have carried away some dim rec- 
ollection one kind another, but 
lection pain. 

think this treatment should 
“scopolamine treatment” and not the “morphine- 
scopolamine treatment.” There seems 
very large number doctors, unfamiliar with 
the Freiburg technic, who imagine that the treat- 
men employing and that Dr. Breitstein 
employing identical with the treatment which 
all tried twelve years ago when using old 
proprietary tablet. The seminarcosis, produced 
the beginning and carried out through the 
entire labor, pure scopolamine narcosis and 
does not depend, any way, morphine for 
its production. Owing, however, the fact 
that not until after the second dose 
scopolamine that the patient passes into this 
semi-conscious condition, expedient give 
small dose morphine narcotine with the 
first dose seopolamine order control the 
severity the pains for hour. Personally, 
have always used 1/6 grain morphine 
and have had experience with the narcotine. 
Also have used entirely work fresh solu- 
tions scopolamine made from the crystalline 
drug instead the scopolamine haltbar prepara- 
tion used Dr. Breitstein. the light 
experience date, would more consider 
conducting labor without the aid scopo- 
lamine than would consider performing 
surgical operation without the aid anes- 
thetic. 


The type women with whom practice 


brings contact are very badly fitted both 


education and environments stand the 
physical sufferings labor. frankly admit 
that carry nervous woman 
through long labor and have her emerge from 
with recollections difficult feat ac- 
complish. All all, have found this treat- 
ment one the most difficult things put 
through successfully that have ever tried. 
easy enough get the patient into this con- 
dition seminarcosis but hold her there 
hour after hour, the face the ever in- 
creasing severity the pains, easy matter 
and requires great amount good judgment and 
experience. One must able appreciate with 
unerring accuracy the exact time which the 
brain soon going apperceive unless headed 
and Gauss employ their memory 
tests, which consider very detrimental the 
success the treatment. These men are con- 
stantly waking their patients find out they 
are satisfactorily asleep. their interrogations, 
they are constantly urging the brain apperceive 
when the whole success the treatment depends 
keeping from doing. assistants and 
have found out that the less address these 
patients the most successful the outcome 
our treatment. Beyond asking patient 
change her position something that kind, 
make rule never speak the patients 
all. Sometimes patients are inclined 
garrulous under this treatment and will ask ques- 
tions and first used answer them, now 
never do. For instance, had one patient 
recently under treatment and the membranes rup- 
tured with unusually explosive gush water. 
The patient momentarily perceived the happening 
and inquired about it. foolishly told her that 
the membranes had just Afterwards she 
said that the only thing she remembered was 
when the membranes ruptured. Had not called 
this fact distinctlv her brain replying her 
question she would have had recollection 
all. Those experienced the use scopo- 
lamine will soon learn from the patient’s expres- 
sion, the things she says, the things she does, 
appreciate the time which expedient 
give another dose. When the head can seen 
the perineum, add scopolamine few 
whiffs chloroform with each pain. think that, 
the scopolamine has taken care the labor 
from the beginning first stage the time 
when the head distending the vulva, has done 
all that ought expected it. 


have personally watched very carefully the 
effect scopolamine both mother and 
child and thoroughly convinced that, be- 
yond producing this state amnesia the 
mother, has effect either. scopolamine 
increases all the duration labor, does 
only very slight degree. have not been able 
satisfy myself that does all, unless the 
patient overdosed. The pains continue just 
regularly and efficiently under scopolamine with- 
out far can see. primipara, after 
several hours labor, with the cervix dilated, the 
head the deep muscles, sometimes find that 
the uterine contractions are inefficient produce 
satisfactory dilatation the outlet. had this 
same trouble in, think, quite large per- 
centage cases before used scopolamine. 
these cases dose pituitrin overcomes the dif- 
ficulty. 


Referring the two failures that Dr. Breitstein 
claims. the first case, should not have used 
the scopolamine all but would have contented 
myself with the intermittent use chloroform. 
Scopolamine essentially intended take care 
the first stage labor and, think, has ap- 
plication cases such Dr. Breitstein’s first case. 

not think that there any more asphyxia- 
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tion the children under this treatment than 
under any other and not believe that the 
asphyxiation has anything, whatever, with 
the use scopolamine for have time and time 
again carried patient through eighteen 
twenty-hour labor and had the child cry lustily the

Since have been using the scopolamine treat- 
ment obstetrical work, have lost two 
babies. especially sorry for this fact be- 
cause very likely those who are disposed criti- 
cize will use this fact argument against the 
quite sure that babies would have been 
stillborn under any circumstances. the one 
case, the mother had been chronic invalid for 
years and was scarcely able walk city block 
the time she went into labor. The child was 
undeveloped and very feeble heart action 
and sent for the woman’s husband week be- 
fore labor set and told him that thought 
extremely unlikely that the child had enough vi- 
tality withstand the ordinary strain labor. 
for such had been experience similar cases 
the past. 


the other case, noted that, while the child’s 
heart had remained perfectly strong and regular 
the time full dilatation the cervix, 
soon the head commenced advance, the 
child’s heart became very feeble. Realizing that 
some unusual condition was present, applied 
forceps and effected hasty delivery. When the 
head was born was seen had deal 
with unusually short cord twisted around the 
child’s neck; the cord had cut before de- 
livery the body could effected. think 
this case soon the head commenced its for- 
ward advance sufficient traction was made the 
cord shut off the circulation. 

the most remarkable thing that have 
noticed connection with this treatment the 
absolute absence nerve exhaustion following 
labor. Unlike Dr. Breitstein, have been getting 
patients early. Unless there some special 
reason the contrary, such deep injury the 
structures the pelvic floor, patients all sit 
the day following the birth the child. They 
feel like doing so, and let them. The second 
morning most them walk into the bathroom, 
are given tub bath and return bed feeling 
very much refreshed. From this time they 
progress just fast their own feelings prompt 
them do, all them being cautioned not 
anything that tires them. Most the patients 
home from the hospital the end week 
feeling just strong and muscularly capable 
they did the end three four weeks under 
the old regime. Furthermore, have carefully 
examined all these women three four weeks 
after labor, have always made habit doing 
obstetrical work, and.I find that this early 
rising does not any way interfere with satis- 
factory involution both the uterus and the 
muscular structures generally; fact, the general 
pelvic condition better four weeks after labor 
when they get early than when they not. 

Williams has stated, and experience confirms. 
this statement, that from per cent. the 
cases that examines four five weeks after 
labor have retroverted uterus. This occurs much 
less frequently the patient who early 
and has occurred only twice, think, twen- 
ty-eight cases. Patients lying bed are their 
backs nine-tenths the time and the uterus 
involutes quicker than its ligaments, soon 
has contracted sufficiently clear the promontory 
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the sacrum, lying bed favors its backward 
displacement. When reason exists the con- 
trary and women are spared the nerve exhaustion 
that follows labor under ordinary conditions, there 
nothing gained keeping them bed. Quite 
the contrary. 

trying this treatment will very soon 
discover that can only successfully applied 
under very ideal conditions. the first place, 
the treatment should carried out delivery 
room situated that the patient can protected 
from light, noise confusion any kind because 
any confusion about the delivery room will 
seriously disturb the effect this treatment 
very materially interfere with its efficiency. 
Furthermore, there should constantly attend- 
ance the semi-conscious patient one two 
nurses who thoroughly understand the technic 
this treatment and who are entirely sympathy 
with and one else except the supervising 
accoucheur should out the room. Loud 
talking noise any kind should also inter- 
dicted within hearing distance the room one 
wishes make this treatment entirely successful. 
The man whom the responsibility this treat- 
ment rests should within calling distance dur- 
ing the entire time that his patient labor. 
can readily seen from this statement facts 
that not treatment which will lend itself 
general use. Only those, think, will able 
satisfactorily use this treatment who are willing 
make the necessary sacrifice time and sur- 
round themselves the conditions that are essen- 
tial for its success. 


Dr. Sandow: should like make few 
remarks regard the scopolamine narcophine 
treatment for the alleviation pain childbirth, 
based upon personal observations Freiburg and 
Munich. 

The treatment given every patient apply- 
ing for admission the maternity, private pa- 
tients having separate rooms, while indigents and 
others paying little are confined wards contain- 
ing several beds. 

The treatment set forth Dr. Breitstein 
the main identical with that followed Freiburg 
and Munich. The initial dose Straub’s mannit- 
scopolamin c.c.m. (0.00045 scopolamin) com- 
bined with c.c.m. (0.03) narcophine, followed 
scopolamine only; three-quarters hour after 
this second dose another combined dose scopo- 
lamine and narcophine given, but diminished 
dosage. Thereafter these smaller doses are re- 
peated intervals one and one-half hours, 
every third dose scopolamine being combined 
with narcophine. 

average four five injections are ample 
see the patient through, but often more doses 
are required produce the desired amnesia. 

basis for the beginning the treatment, 
two points are observed: regularity labor pains 
and beginning dilatation the os. 

Four five cases, average, are treated 
daily Freiburg, while Munich many ten 
daily are received. routine treatment has been 
established for all cases and the injections are 
made competent head nurse, the physician 
charge being called only when untoward symptoms 
occur and when baby about born. 
This will prove you that the dangers incident 
the treatment are considered negligible. 

conclusions, based upon the observation and 
attendance upon cases Freiburg and Munich, 
are: That the danger the mothers nil. That 
the babies are frequently born oligopneac 
condition, presenting bluish appearance; that this 
subsides within five ten minutes most cases, 
leaving the baby perfectly normal condition. 
That there apnea some cases necessitating 
efforts resuscitation.

Second, the effect upon the child: here have 
disagree with Dr. Wakefield. have had 
only one death, and autopsy showed that was 
due congenital heart lesion. one case 
worked about one-half hour with the child before 
was all right, and now, every case when 
see the head coming, have hot and cold water 
prepared case resuscitation the child nec- 
essary. This asphyxiation is, however, only tem- 
porary and from minutes the child 
normal condition. 

Third, the effect upon labor: satisfied, just 
from these few cases, that the labor prolonged, 
that the pains are some cases irregular and in- 
frequent. The first stage slow and the sec- 
ond stage the pains not seem strong, and 
think the long run this will necessitate more 
frequent instrumental deliveries. several 
these cases the mother has been excited, and 
though told her push and bear down she 
would not it.

From these few cases, can say that far 
the mother concerned, the anesthesia without 
danger. far the baby concerned, may 
not free from danger; however, the fetal 
asphyxiation only temporary. far 
labor concerned, may prolonged and in- 
strumental delivery may required more often.

Breitstein, closing discussion: want 
say that morphin-scopolamin like any other an- 
esthetic this respect—that is, not fool-proof.

About waking the patient give her sleép- 
ing potion, that not exactly the thing do.

POSSIBLE EXPLANATION THE

Freiburg and subsequent experience New York 


have convinced the necessity explana- 
tion. personal experience afforded 
satisfactory explanation, and offer you for 
your consideration. 

very simple. There are two methods 
giving the twilight sleep—diametrically opposed 
principle. 

The original method, hav- 
ing for its keynote individualization dosage; the 
drugs administered the smallest possible amount 
meet the varying susceptibility the patient; 
morphine and scopolamin being used; morphine 
given only with the first dose. 

Second: The Siegel method, having. for its key- 
note standardization; the drugs administered 


stated doses regular intervals disregarding the 


Read before the Alameda County Medical Asso- 
ciation, January, 1915, 
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susceptibility the patient; narcophine substituted 
for morphine, and repeated with every third dose. 

The latter method based upon the results 
Gauss’ experience working out the first 
theoretically does not appear very different, 
total amount drugs and the average length 
labor were taken into account making out 
the methodically repeated dosage, which the 
distinguishing feature the Siegel method. Its 
practical application does not work out well, 
the report cases will show. 


Freiburg the original twilight sleep was given 
only the first-class wards and therefore not avail- 
able for clinical purposes. the third and fourth 
class wards the Siegel method was used and this 
was what the visiting physician saw. The unfor- 
tunate circumstance was that the observer was not 
informed that she was witnessing method trial, 
and approved and accepted one, many 
physicians have concluded. 


experience was case point. was 
Freiburg five days before realized that what 
was seeing every day the third and fourth 
wards did not represent the latest approved method. 
From previous reading had received the im- 
pression that the injections were given meet the 
susceptibility the patient and her reaction judged 
the memory test and various reflexes. 

The first day visited the ward, there were 
three cases progress, and while observed all 
three concentrated attention upon one. The 
first dose was given when contractions were strong, 
regular, and five miriutes apart, and ten minutes 
the patient was asleep, waking only the climax 
the pain. watched vain for any test 
the patient’s condition and indications for further 
dosage. What did observe was that the drugs 
were repeated methodically and soon the patient 
was snoring—in very deep sleep. Upon inquiry 
was told that long the patient could 
aroused, there was danger. Later two in- 
jections pituitrin were used, and the final 
stage inhalations ethyl chloride were given. 
The baby was pinkish lavender color and did 
not breathe for about ten minutes. During that 
time various means resuscitation were used: the 
baby was suspended the feet, and body vig- 
orously slapped, then laid table, and chest 
rhythmically pounded; then body 
nately hot and cold water, and finally intra- 
tracheal catheterization used. After witnessing this 
naturally concluded that the twilight sleep was 
used very conservatively better still not 
all. 

After five days learned through American 
mothers whom met socially that this method was 
only experiment and did not represent the orig- 
inal painstakingly worked out method. 
During these first few days the results seen five 
cases were not favorable and number American 
physicians had come and gone carrying with them 
this unfavorable impression. During the succeed- 
ing five days, four cases were seen which the 
babies were perfect condition and 
mediately after birth; two other cases, respira- 
tion was only slightly delayed. 
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These varied results, suggested the necessity 
individual dosage. seemed unjust both the 
original treatment and the visiting physicians 
receive such misinformation. When, 
view with Professor told him -of 
experience, and the fact that number physi- 
cians had come and gone uninformed the 
was perturbed and said, “That should not be.” 
also said that the Siegel method was not 
improvement the original, but attempt 
overcome the necessity for the constant watchful- 
ness which made the original method almost im- 
practicable for the general practitioner. Siegel him- 
self states his report that attempt 
simplify the method but does not recommend 
private practice. Dr. said they were 
entirely satisfied with the original method and 
considered perfected. also promised 
remedy the condition with regard visitors; that 
was only few days before the war, which, 
course, put end clinics. 


was amazed upon reaching New York 
realize the extent the misconception regarding 
the two methods. Out seven hospitals using 
the twilight sleep, only two were using the cor- 
rect method. These were the Long 
Island College Hospital under Dr. Polak and the 
Gouverneur Hospital New York under Dr. 
Knipe. Both these men were Freiburg this 
summer and met Dr. personally. The 
other five hospitals were using narcophine, and 
some followed the Siegel scheme; most have since 
adopted the original. 

During period six weeks observed the 
work the Gouverneur Hospital and disap- 
proval and conservative attitude 
changed. The results were most satisfactory and 
sible. The method was strictly 
adhered to. The patients were placed quiet 
darkened room, eyes bandaged and cotton ears. 
The first injection was not given until was cer- 
tain that labor was progress. Each patient 
seemed have individual reaction and close 
observation the effect the first dose gave 
hint subsequent dosage. 

The signs watched for, are flushing the 
face, thirst, sleep (how soon apparent and how 
deep). these signs are marked soon after the 
first dose may assumed that the patient 
susceptible. The effect upon pain sensation 
diminish it, course, but addition this all 
anticipation pain is. removed. The mother 
sleeps between the contractions, awakens only 
the climax, and asleep again almost before 
over. This effect gives the observer the impression 
lengthened interval between pains. True ob- 
servation can only made keeping the hand 
upon the abdomen, -where contraction may 
felt from the very beginning the end. the 
interval should really lengthened, another 
sign susceptible patient. gauging this 
“specific susceptibility” that gives the cue for sub- 
sequent dosage, and constant observation 
sary success. After the first dose has had effect, 
the memory test applied and repeated inter- 
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vals forty-five minutes. Experience gives such 
familiarity that the memory test may used in- 
frequently, but indispensable the beginner. 
best make this test inconspicuous 
possible, and asking how many injections have 
been given usually women re- 
member only three, for about the third dose 
that amnesia evidenced. properly admin- 
istered dosage there diminution the force 
the contraction, and dilation goes more 
rapidly than normally. Mothers who have re- 
ceived this treatment say they remember only two 
three pains after the first injection, and the in- 
tensity these gradually decrease. shows 
that analgesia obtained quite early. 


Many physicians have asked wherein this treat- 
ment has any advantage over chloroform, ether 
nitrous oxide. The answer here—it FIRST 
STAGE HELPER, and here practically stands alone. 


The second stage lengthened—I think all agree 
upon that point;-and there disadvantage 
all, here, for many cases does away with 
that voluntary effort the fully conscious 
patient would exercise. most observed cases, 
demand was made upon the patient order 
avoid arousing her. latter part the labor 
was prolonged and pituitrin seemed indicated 
was administered, but occasionally low forceps were 
used lift the head out the vagina were. 


Freiburg noticed very definite correlation 
between poor abdominal pressure and the necessity 
for the use pituitrin. also noticed that when 
pituitrin was used, forceps were usually necessary 
complete the delivery. 


large percentage the women Baden 
have contracted pelves, difficult determine 
whether the necessity for forceps was due this 
fact, the action the drugs used according 
the Siegel scheme produce the sleep. 

Dr. Sears Boston, who visited Dr. Knipe’s 
ward, suggested that firm but adjustable abdom- 
inal bandage would service affording the 
pressure and resistance which relaxed abdominal 
muscles failed give. reported having used 
for years and considered avoided the necessity 
for pituitrin. The bandage should used care- 
fully pituitrin and only after dilatation com- 
plete. During the birth the head general an- 
esthetic should used, the twilight sleep too 
light undisturbed the final expulsive pains 
well the additional light and bustle attendant 
upon the birth. 

The third stage, the expulsion the placenta, 
usually ends normally. important avoid 
premature manipulation the uterus and only 
light abdominal palpation should used keep 
informed the condition the parts. Only 
cases hemorrhage prolonged retention the 
placenta should the Credé manipulation used. 
routine hypodermic ergotol used the 
Gouverneur Hospital. 

The after treatment given Freiburg not 
necessary part the twilight sleep. The ab- 
sence exhaustion led the adoption early 
rising, but must remembered that the patient 


prepared for system exercises instituted 
eight twelve hours after labor. The uterus 
usually below the pelvic brim the fifth 
sixth day. the first-class wards system 
hydrotherapy instituted about the tenth day, 
consisting sprays various degrees tem- 
perature and force used upon the abdomen. The 
exercises and early rising are being tentatively tried 
out the Gouverneur Hospital. The patients 
are advised return for examination over con- 
siderable period time, and reports show un- 
favorable results. realized, however, that 
long period must elapse judge the final result. 


The children seen this hospital showed 
ill effects the twilight sleep, and except for two 
three which had the cord about the neck, they 
all cried immediately. 


The effect upon the child watched auscul- 
tation the heart every minutes. the drug 
given too rapidly for the mother eliminate, 
too near the birth, the infant suffers from cumu- 
lative effect which evidenced changes the 
foetal-pulse rate and birth depression the 
respiration evidenced postponement enfeeble- 
ment the initial inspiratory movement. ob- 
servation has convinced that this can avoided 
carefully regulated dosage. Gauss considers 
the condition the child criterion the proper 
administration the drugs. All the cases seen 
the Gouverneur Hospital gave perfect results 
the child, thus proving the safety “Individ- 
ualization dosage.” 


much ‘in explanation the opposing views 
those who have visited the Freiburg Clinic during 
the last year. are another group physi- 
cians who dismiss the subject twilight sleep with 
the remark, “We tried years ago and discarded 
dangerous.” Gauss himself explains 
early failures due several factors. 


The first and very important one was the in- 
ability get stable preparation the drug. 
That now has been overcome. 

Second—Failure study the individual patient 
administering the drug. 


Third—Attempting force the condition too 
time, causing relative overdosing. 


Fourth—Beginning the injections too early— 
before was determined that the pains were those 
true labor and not the false pains present 
uterine inertia, which the greatest contraindica- 
tion treatment. 

Fifth—Attempting away with all evidence 
pain—which means saturating infant with the 
drug—and thus jeopardizing the infant’s 

Gauss’ report the second 500 cases shows 
great improvement all ways over the first 500 
cases—when was studying the action the 
drugs—alone and together and working out the 
memory test. Instead giving danger- 
ous, eliminated the danger constant experi- 
mentation and observation, and those who have read 
the literature giving the details his painstaking 
work, and have well-conducted cases ad- 
hering closely his method, cannot help but agree 
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with Dr. that efficient method 
eliminating the fear and pain parturition.

the imperative duty the physician 
relieve pain, whatever the indication and what- 
ever the cause, and the obvious duty the 
obstetrician alleviate the pains childbirth. 
This principle has been recognized from the earliest 
times, when our art was its most primitive 
state, and attempts pain mitigation and pallia- 
tion have been made among the uncivilized and the 
aborigines. 


This great problem pain alleviation the 
parturient woman still confronting today and 
many and various attempts have been made 
meet it. Chloroform, ether, nitrous oxide, chloride 
ethyl, morphine, scopolamin, heroin, antipyrin, 
alcohol, cocaine, spinal anesthesia, and other agen- 
cies have been employed lessen the pain 
labor. All these means afford relief some 
measure, but the employment some well 
founded objections developed, while others proved 

You are all more less familiar with the 
“Dammerschlaf” “Twilight Sleep,” the scopo- 
lamin morphine treatment childbirth. Its elabo- 
ration and employment for the relief labor pains 
marks distinct advance obstetrical science. 
aim addressing you render state- 
ment observations and experience with 
this treatment about ninety cases, while doing 
postgraduate work during the past year Frei- 
burg and Miinchen. 

early 1902, Steinbiichel Germany em- 
ployed scopolamin and morphine obstetrics for 
the relief labor pains. emphasized the su- 
perior advantages over all the heretofore 
known methods. Among his followers 
and Gauss Freiburg particular elaborated this 
treatment, and Gauss 1906 published record 
his first 600 cases. When and vis- 
ited this country last year further report 3000 
successful cases, from the Freiburg clinic, sub- 
mitted the meeting the American Gynecologi- 
cal Society Chicago. Following Gauss’ first 
report, many obstetricians this country gave the 
method trial, but soon bad results were reported 
many and the treatment came into disrepute and 
was practically abandoned dangerous, asphyxia- 
tion and death infants well hemorrhage 
and prolongation labor being claimed. 
ing Knipe, New York, recent paper read 
before the Section Obstetrics the New York 
Academy Medicine, the reported bad results 
were due:

Straub Freiburg evolved the so-called mannit- 
scopolamin, stable preparation, manufactured 
ready for use, and contains 1/200 
grain scopolamin. use morphine has 
likewise been largely abandoned favor nar- 
cophin, meconate morphine and narcotin, 
grammes which represent gramme morphine. 
Narcophin said devoid the depressing 
efiects morphine upon the infant, and put 
ampules c.c. each containing grain 
narcophine. (It has not been accepted the 
Council Chemistry.) 

The technic and dosage are follows: When 
the patient beginning have regular labor 
pains, and when they are beginning become irk- 
some; that is, when true labor established, and 
the beginning dilate, 114 the im- 
proved. scopolamin, combined with c.c. nar- 
cophin are injected hypodermically, preferably into 
the thigh. same dose scopolamin re- 
peated three-quarters hour, and after the 
same interval, another combined but diminished 
amounting 1/3 the doses scopolamin 
previously given and the dose nar- 
cophin.

More 
less retardation uterine contraction was 
noted and some instances required from one 
three hypodermic doses pituitrin. 

Prolongation labor amounts, average, 
primiparae about one hour and half, and 
multiparae about half hour. 
were few, and certainly less than when the patient 
wide awake, pain and hence restless.

THE SILVER IODIDE 
PYELOGRAPHY. 


LEON JOSEPH ROTH, D., Los Angeles. 


Recent surgical experiences and animal experi- 
ments have demonstrated that there exists ele- 
ment danger the introduction collargol 
solutions into the renal pelvis. The results 
some these injections have been such serious 
nature that fatal issues have followed. Postopera- 
tive and post-mortem examinations renal speci- 
mens have shown diffuse infiltration the solu- 
tion into the pyramids, and renal structure gen- 
erally, with collections the cortex 
capsular region. ‘This has produced infarcts and 
necroses. some cases necropsies have demon- 
strated diffusion the blood vessels and viscera. 


appears that the method introduction 
either syringe gravity, has little nothing 
with the infiltration. The penetrative power 
collargol, highly lauded for this virtue the 
treatment specific urethritis, reasonably appears 
the noxious influence. possibly more than 
passing interest the fact that renal hemorrhage 
being considered contra-indication its use. 
The method absorption not perfectly under- 
Stood; seems logical, however, suppose that 
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solution has penetrated the pelvic tissue, 
has entered the papillae, the diffusion pro- 
duced the physical law immediately enters 
the venous stream, and thus distributed into the 
kidney per se, the kidney and the thoracic and 
abdominal viscera. 


article Kelly and Lewis which appeared 
the June 1913 number Surgery; Gynecology 
and Obstetrics, contained brief exposé the 
iodide emulsion and two case reports. Other re- 
ports have since appeared and all have 
mendatory. Briefly the emulsion 
the silver salt mucilage quince seed, 
creamy white color, and viscid consistency. 
odorless and does not stain. intensity equals 
minus all the objectionable features the latter, 
including the cost. soluble the urine. 

the cases thus far injected pain has been 
produced, very slight sensation 
experienced and the radiograph taken this in- 
stant. The thickness the emulsion, and slow- 
ness its oozing through the tip the catheter 
probably prevents dilation pelvis. 
passes freely through medium size catheter, 
number seven, for instance; smaller catheter 
used the emulsion may diluted without greatly 
diminishing its ray resistance. Dilution espe- 
cially suggested for injection the larger hydro- 


nephroses. practical also bladder work. 
Warming the substance water bath seems 
slightly increase the fluidity, and makes the injec- 
tion less noticeable the patient. After the in- 
jection the emulsion itself permitted escape 
through the catheter for varying time, and the 
catheter withdrawn either with without thinning 
sterile aqueous solution. ill effects have 
followed the catheter removed within 
short while after injection, though preferable 
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wait reasonable length time permit reduc- 
tion the pelvic contents. 

The results have been perfectly satisfactory. 
One case went operation the day following the 
injection, and trace the emulsion found.

CASE SYMPATHETIC OPHTHAL- 
MIA.* 


Many you are aware two axiomatic facts 
sympathetic ophthalmia: first, that absolutely 
preventable early enucleation the injured eye, 
and that sympathetic ophthalmia 
cally always fatal the affected eye. 
former fact has resulted wholesome fear through- 
out the practising profession that the brilliant 
Mauthner’s words has led the, sacrifice heca- 
tombs eyes. And though this many instances 
has been quite unnecessary, yet since such eyes are 
generally badly damaged, their sacrifice infinitely 
better than possible loss the second eye. With- 
out doubt this latter event one the most 
pathetic situations practical medicine, spelling 
generally does, absolute blindness which could 
have been prevented. 

Since from all said fortunately follows that 
cases sympathetic ophthalmia are not often seen, 
general interest. 

will only briefly state the following from the 
history. This elderly man had been operated 
for carcinoma the tongue; some years after com- 
plained left eye being painful. The possibility

metastasis has been considered, understand (re 
which may say parenthesis that priori that 
was not very likely—strange say the majority 
metastatic carcinomita the eye—by the way, about 
reported cases having originated from mamma- 
carcinoma). the diagnosis primary 
glaucoma was established and scleral trephining 
performed. Unfortunately intraocular hemor- 
rhage occurred subsequently and the eye remained 
troublesome. was advised. When 
first saw the patient some months ago, the eye was 
strongly inflamed condition from iridocyclitis. 
The chief practical result examination was 
the condition the other eye. Numerous very 
small deposits Descemet’s membrane, the same 
you see to-day, only much smaller; ciliary sensi- 
tiveness touch and external Pho- 
tophobia. Fundus not visible for details. Diag- 
nosis, ophthalmia sympathica. 

The conclusion was that enucleation sympa- 
thizing eye (i. e., eye operated for glaucoma) 
almostly surely would come too late. Such has 
“sympathetic irritation”) striking prompt subsiding 
the external symptoms irritation after enucle- 
the disease has gone its fatal course 
spite continuous strong inunctions mercurial 
ointment and prolonged administration big doses 
salicylate sodium (after Widmack). 


Discussion. 


Dr. Blake: want say word about 
this case, during the course the man’s illness 
passed through hands. came orig- 
inally with the diagnosis carcinoma the eye, 
which diagnosis was not able confirm; but 
did find, Dr. Nagel has related, attack acute 
glaucoma, and the man was trephined relieve the 
tension and the irritation. Perhaps mistake was 
made the first place doing trephine this 
particular type glaucoma—acute and not chronic. 


Possibly iridectomy should have been the opera- 


tion rather than trephining. all events, the eye 
progressed badly after operation and began 
fear had made mistake and that there was car- 
cinoma the eye. The man had two minor acci- 
dents his eye while was looking after him, and 
various times discussed the advisability re- 
moving the eye-to protect the other one. After the 
second accident hemorrhage, the eye be- 
came acutely painful, and insisted that have 
removed: disappeared, and was very glad 
hear was under Dr. Nagel’s care. The 
eye was but evidently too late, 
sympathetic ophthalmia had already set in. 

This case illustrates strongly the danger sym- 
pathetic ophthalmia these slow-going chronic 
conditions where there trouble the ciliary body 
one eye. 


SOME EXPERIMENTAL DATA THE 
MORESTIN TREATMENT 
PERITONITIS. 


SAXTON POPE, D., San Francisco. 


the Societe Chirurgie May, 1913, 
Morestin read report two cases peritonitis 
treated the use ether intra-abdominally. 
work was done Temoin the Bichat Hospital, 
and the procedure consisted simply sponging out 
the soiled peritoneal cavity with ether and leaving 
quantity this fluid the abdomen. 
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had been using this treatment since 1901 and 
convinced its usefulness. 


Dr. Auvray reported case intestinal perfora- 
tion which, after cleansing the peritoneum and 
the perforation, poured quart 
ether the abdominal cavity and closed his inci- 
sion after sponging out the excess ether. The 
patient splendid recovery. 


August 10, 1914, Dr. Edmond Delorme, 
Inspector-General the Military Health Service, 
read paper the Academie des Sciences, 
which recommends this treatment gunshot 
wounds the abdomen. none these reports 
experimental data put forth prove the efh- 
cacy the method. Deductions from few clin- 
ical cases are proverbially fallacious. Because 
human being may survive surgical procedure 
does not prove that this procedure good for him. 

From theoretical standpoint the use toxic 
irritant, such ether, the peritoneal cavity cer- 
tainly does not seem rational. the first place, 
ether not antiseptic any appreciable extent. 
tissue irritant, solvent fats and colloids, 
and definitely toxic. More than this, one would 
question the beneficial effect distending the ab- 
domen with gas any sort the presence 
infection. 

determine the value this method experi- 
mentally, series twelve rabbits was used, two 
which were controls. were treated fol- 
lows: Under general anesthesia the animal was 
laparotomized, the colon drawn out, inch incision 
made the viscus, portion its contents smeared 
over the peritoneum. intestinal wound was 
closed with silk, the peritoneum gently swabbed 
with sponges soaked ether, drachm ether 
poured into the cavity, the colon returned, and the 
abdominal incision closed with 

When the ether comes contact with the ab- 


dominal viscera, the animals experience pain, though 


previously anesthetized; later they seemed shocked 
and are profoundly narcotized. rec- 
ords show pronounced fall blood pressure 
this point, studies dogs. All these rabbits 
developed vicious peritonitis marked hemor- 
rhagic plastic deposits, purulent exudate and agglu- 
tination the intestinal loops. Six died within 
few days—from sepsis obstruction. remain 
the end ten days—in fair health, but show 
multiple peritoneal adhesions. 

Two other rabbits were opened, drachm 
ether poured the abdomen and the wound closed. 
Each developed.a purulent peritonitis; one died the 
third day, the other died from secondary anesthe- 
sia, which time cultures were made and proved 
positive staphyloccus aureus. 

This shows that sterile abdominal cavity, in- 
sulted irritant such ether, not capable 
defense against its own intestinal flora. This 
has been proved before—that carbolic acid any 
similar destructive agent, when put peritoneal 
surface with the idea sterilizing the field, simply 
destroys the integrity the tissues such ex- 
tent that infection through the intestinal wall al- 
wavs takes place. 

Two control rabbits were laparotomized, had 
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their peritoneums soiled colotomy wound, were 
washed with salt solution and closed. made 
uneventful recovery and autopsy presented 
fairly normal peritoneum. 

These few experiments show rather conclusively 
that for rabbits, any rate, the treatment the 
peritoneum with ether—whether infected not— 
highly improper procedure. Animals treated 
develop purulent peritonitis, sustain aug- 
mented lesion; recovering from this they present 
multiple peritoneal adhesions and may die ileus. 

The controls, washed with salt solution, very 
much better and recover completely. 

While this work rather tardy and its findings 
unnecessary convince many surgeons the 
lacy the Morestin method, view its rec- 
ommendation army surgeons the present war, 
and with the hope that may deter some the 
unwary from using this risky procedure, here 
placed. before you for consideration.** 


STREPTOCOCCIC

chains, perpendicular the long axis 
the chain, adjacent cocci often show slight flatten- 
ing the contiguous surfaces, forming, were, 
series diplococci arranged end end. 

theory advanced Hiss and Zinsser that 
the streptococcus pathogenic for man more viru- 
lent when growing chains and that short 
chains are inclined more saprophytic. Yet 
following this statement they say that differentia- 
tion this kind can hardly relied upon. 

The steptococcus which shall here consider 
the streptococcus pyogenes. The temperature 
most favorable their growth Fahren- 
heit, which very unfortunate for the human. 

Among the domestic animals those most suscep- 
tible experimental streptococcic inoculations are 
white mice and rabbits. Guinea pigs and rats 
are less easily infected and the larger domestic ani- 
mals such cattle, horses, goats, cats, and dogs 
are still more refractory. Almost complete im- 
munity prevails among birds. 

Rosenow has classified several different strains 
which illustrates follows: the flexed 
hand, the hemolytic streptococcus occupies the posi- 
tion the little finger, the pneumococcus the place 
the index finger, the streptococcus viridans (rep- 
resenting the group more less saprophytic,

Rosenow has transformed the hemolytic strepto- 
coccus, the streptococcus viridans, and the pneumo- 
coccus one into the other. 


Billings, Davis, Jackson and Rosenow all agree 
that many infections pathologic specificity for 
certain tissues shown when injected into rabbits, 
and other animals. Strains obtained from cultures 
made from tissues and exudates patients suffer- 
ing from chronic arthritis produce arthritis the

Case saw Andrew D., age years, Febru- 
ary 27, 1914, consultation with Dr. Wullschleger. 
The patient was suffering with double tonsillitis. 
His tonsils were very large, and had history 
repeated infections. prescribed for immediate 
treatment, and recommended enucleation the 
tonsils when over the present attack. Dr. John- 
stone saw this patient March 24, 1914, and diag- 
nosed double pneumonia. 


Dr. continued wait upon the patient, and 
told from time time that was still sick, 
until April 5th, when Dr. called again. 


found the patient with tonsillitis, some croup- 
ous membrane about the fauces, double otitis media, 
and spasmodic cough. The patient was 
inside room hotel with outlet for ventila- 
tion excepting door opening into another room. 
Believing the unsanitary surroundings the cause 
for the continued sore throat, and croupous mem- 
brane sent the patient the hospital April 
15, 1914. this time the pulse was 116, tempera- 
ture 103°, and respiration from 24-30. the 
afternoon April 18th the patient was given 
coffee, which vomited. treatment consisted 
spraying the nose the recumbent position 
with Dobell’s solution, swabbing throat with 
silver nitrate, and using icthyol-phenol-glycerine 
the ears. The symptoms gradually ameliorated 
until May 11, which time the chart showed 
was about normal. One week after entered 
the hospital the surface his body was -covered 
with bronze hue which faded away im- 
proved. There was desquamation. 

Urine Analysis: Reaction, acid; color, pale am- 
ber; sediment, slight; sp. gravity, 1020; al- 
bumin, mucin, sugar, bile; slightly in- 
creased indican; urea; microscopic examination 
negative. 

May patient vomited dose laxative. 

May 2nd, the tonsils were removed, and the pa- 
tient had further trouble, going complete 
recovery. 

During the latter part April little children 
from the outside were brought into the sick room 
friends, and played with the patient daily. 


far known none them contracted the infec- 
tion. 


Case Bertram D., age brother Andrew 
These two patients, and their mother, Case 
lived the same room during their stay the 
hospital, which was from April 15th, 1914, 
May 16th, 1914. saw Case April 5th. Severe 
tonsillitis, otitis media both sides, croupous mem- 
brane covering tonsils, and pharynx extending 
into naso pharynx. Cough irregular. went 
the hospital April 15th with his brother Andrew. 
Pulse 110, temperature 104.2°, respiration 34. This 
patient was very nervous, and the pulse and respi- 
ration were very much accelerated when the doc- 
tors called. 


April 15th, the patient vomited dose laxative. 

the 16th rough goose flesh rash the 
body was noticed. 

vomited coffee the 18th. 
quantities mucous were expectorated 
aily. 

April 20th patient complained soreness the 
right side. 

April patient complained soreness 
the right side nose and throat. 

April 25th, patient had been very peevish for 
past week, crying great deal. The throat was 
very sore. The outer skin rubbed off like sand. 
Children played with his brother the same room 
daily. The temperature ranged 
pulse around 115. His right eyelid began swell, 
and April 26th was very much congested, and 
swollen shut. 

Urine Analysis: Reaction, alkaline; color, amber; 
sediment, slight; sp. gravity 1024; distinct trace 
albumin; mucin, sugar, bile; excessive 
indican, 3.2% urea, and microscopic examination 
negative. 

Bichloride compresses 1-10,000 were applied 
the eye until May 8th, then hot compresses 
May 16th, when patient left the hospital. Cultures 
from the discharges the eye showed pure 
culture streptococci. 


Case Mrs. D., mother Cases and had 
attack tonsillitis April 18th, and extensive 
croupous membrane covered both tonsils. There 
was considerable swelling, and the throat was 
sore. swabbed her throat daily with ten per 
cent. silver nitrate for three days. the same 
time she gargled with myrrh gargle, and: entirely 
recovered within week. 

Case Miss Y., age 20, 
nurse, was detailed preceding case April 19th. 

April 23, complained very sort throat, with 
croupous membrane covering both tonsils. 
swabbed her throat with ten per cent. silver nitrate, 
and gave her myrrh gargle use, with the ad- 
vice come the office for treatment her 
throat was not better within twenty-four hours. 
Her throat improved and she continued work 
until May Ist, when she had relapse, and Dr. 
Lewis was asked see her. swabbed her 
throat with twenty per cent. solution argyrol, 
and prescribed potassium chlorate and alum for 
gargle. She apparently was better for two 
three days, when she had attack endocarditis, 
and the same time the membrane again spread 
over her throat and into the naso-pharynx. 

was asked see her again May 5th. She 
was toxic, the pulse 120 and soft, and the tem- 
perature running about 104°. The membrane was 
easily scraped from the throat with swab, but 
would reform rapidly. Her spirits were good, and 
she declared every day she would better 
day two. 

She vomited bilious vomit every day from 
May Ist until May 7th, when she had 
sinking spell, another about and died 
4:40 

Just before she died her body was covered with 
dull red rash. 


Case Miss S., nurse, waited Miss dur- 
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ing her illness. May she complained 
very sore throat, croupous membrane covering 
tonsils. Temperature 103°, pulse 105, vomiting. 
swabbed her throat with silver nitrate ten per 
cent., sprayed her nose with Dobell’s solution, and 
ordered her bed. Urine Analysis: Negative. 

May 9th, throat very sore and still covered with 
membrane. Temperature 100°, pulse 90, patient 
feeling better. 

May 10th, throat much better, only few specks 
membrane remaining. Patient wanted get 


up. 

May patient left her bed. 

May 12th, patient came office; throat 
free from membrane but still red. discharged her. 
eruption. 


Case Dr. W., who attended Andrew and 
Bertram continuously from some time 
February until May 14th, when went bed 
with chill, and very sore throat. There was 
great deal swelling about the mouth. The 
temperature was 10414°, remaining about the same 
for week, 

His arm and shoulder began swell, and 
abscessed. about two weeks Dr. Lewis lanced 
the abscess, and evacuated large quantities 
pus. The doctor remained quite sick with sore 
throat. (No chart kept.) 

About June 10th small abscess occurred just 
above the left knee from which pus was evacuated. 
eruption. 


Case April 27th, 1914, while was wait- 
ing Andrew and Bertram D., but before 
saw Miss after she went bed, did left 
lower turbenectomy for Mrs. P., which was fol- 
lowed severe infection the nose and throat 
involving the lymph glands the left side the 
face. The left eye was swollen shut similar 
Bertram D.’s. The left ear was swollen. She 
vomited for several days. There was eruption, 
and otitis media. 

April 29th, called see Mrs. and she com- 
plained the packing her nose. removed 
the packing with pair pliers. Mrs. P.’s son, 
five years age, picked these pliers, and put 
his mouth. His mother does not know 
how long had been playing with them. 

Resolution was slow, and keeping with other 
severe nose and throat infections this type. 

Synovitis developed the left side, causing 
almost complete ankylosis the jaws. 


Case May 2nd Paul the five-year-old son 
Mrs. P., who had picked the pliers used 
removing the packing from Mrs. P.’s nose 
April 29th and placed them his mouth, developed 
high fever and vomited. thought that 
was bilious had been eating heartily for 
the past several days. began complain 
earache the right ear, which ruptured and dis- 
charged profusely. developed bronze rash 
similar Bertram D., and scaled off the same 
manner. His ear got well promptly, and resolu- 
tion was complete. 


Case May Willis, age 14, another son 
Mrs. P., sore throat, earache with dis- 
charge pus, but other symptoms. felt 
indisposed, but not go. bed. had 
rash any symptoms suspicious nature. 


Case 10. Mr. X., age 39. September 
1914, developed sort throat. the 7th 
went bed. the 8th developed general 
eruption. From the 7th the 10th had con- 
siderable fever and profuse sweats. 

physician was not called until the 10th, when 
his morning temperature was 102°, and pulse 96. 
His entire body was covered with smooth, red 
rash, most the thighs. pressure the 
white imprint the hand was left. There was 
croupous membrane over the right tonsil. The 
roof the mouth and soft palate were peppered 
with red rash. The tongue moderately 
coated and had bright red this time 
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felt well except for the sort throat. gave his- 
tory having vomited the 7th and 8th. Quar- 
antine established. 


His temperature the afternoon the 10th 
was 101°, 96. the 13th, temperature 
and pulse normal, and skin clear. the 
quarantine was removed. 


had infection the left thumb before 
the throat symptoms appeared, with red lines ex- 
tending axilla. 

There was desquamation except along lines 
lymphangitis above mentioned, and area 
about the size silver dollar the right wrist. 


Discussion. 


Dr. Johnstone: the series cases reported 
Dr. Robinson there are several points gen- 
eral interest worthy discussion. First, the fre- 
quency streptococcic infections this section, 
most men who have practiced elsewhere agreeing 
that they meet with the infection much more fre- 
quently here than other places their experi- 
ence. This especially true throat and nose 
infections, and typical The reason for 
this frequency not clear. 

Second. The toxic rashes and their differentia- 
tion from scarlet fever worthy careful con- 
sideration, especially when 
practically all scarlet fever throats show the same 
streptococcus infections and hence cultures from 
the throat fail differentiate. must depend 
rather the entire symptom complex—that 
simple streptococcus infections being quite dif- 
ferent from the symptom complex scarlet fever— 
and especially with regard the rash—which 
toxic rash usually tends appear later, has more 
tendency for rough surface and more 
dusky copper color and desquamation not 
typical and marked. 

Many cases closely simulate scarlet fever 
that with our present knowledge well nigh 
impossible differentiate with certainty, and 
such cases, for the benefit and safety the 
public quarantine should and the 
case regarded one scarlet fever. 

The relation the streptococcus group the 
various disease processes and each other 
most interesting and complicated one. Rosenow 
has probably done more unravel this compli- 
cated enigma than any other investigator. has 
succeeded for the first time transforming any 
one member this group into any other member 
the group will varying their cultural en- 
vironment with regard media, oxygen pressure, 
etc., and has thus together into one group 
their relationship half dozen more 
varieties micrococci classified the past 
distinct and different organisms the pneumococ- 
cus streptococcus hemolyticus, streptococcus viri- 
dens, streptococcus rheumaticus, etc. Furthermore, 
has been able animal inoculations these 
transmuted strains produce the lesions char- 
acteristic for each. 

With regard rheumatism, animals chilled and 
then inoculated develop the lesions much more uni- 
formly. 

This strain grows better somewhat lower 
temperature than the other strains this group. 
This may account for the well-known clinical 
observation the occurrence acute inflammatory 
rheumatism following exposure chilling and 
dampness. 

Throat strains isolated during attack 
acute inflammatory rheumatism and inoculated into 
animals, produce arthrectic lesions the inocu- 
lated animals, while strains isolated from the same 
individual several weeks after recovery fail 
produce such lesions inoculated animals, but 
produce, instead, the cardiac lesions, indicating that 
the rheumatic strain has been transmuted into the 
viridans strain which characteristically attacks the 
heart valves, producing endocarditis. 

Strains isolated from the throat and grown 
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under conditions produce certain degree 
virulence, when inoculated into animals tend with 
striking frequency produce gastric ulcer. the 
virulence increased diminished this lesion 
not produced but instead rheumatism endo- 
carditis. 

Rosenow has succeeded cultivating streptococci 
streptococcus-like organisms from the regional 
lymph glands, and these strains inoculated into 
animals produce similar lesions. 
tend toward the anerobic grow best very 
low oxygen pressure. 

This organism has been repeatedly isolated from 
cases iritis, conjunctivitis, and from hemor- 
rhages the sclera, retina and iris. 

Several epidemics sore throat have been re- 
ported during the past few years where the source 
the infection has been shown streptococcic 
mastitis one more the herd and dis- 
tributed the milk. The ordinary streptococcus 
inoculated into sterile milk very soon changes its 
characteristics and approaches the more virulent 
strains, the streptococcus mucosus, change 
which possibly occurs the pro- 
ducing mastitis the cow, after getting into the 
milk, and result this change charac- 
teristics the organism, epidemics 
sore throat children drinking the milk.

The organiza- 
tion the Public Health Service explained 
chart, and map shows where officers the 
Service are stationed throughout the world. There 
are also models various Public Health Service 
stations, including hospital, quarantine station, 
and detention camp. 


TYPHOID FEVER. 
(a) The Story Typhoid Bacillus Carrier. 
This consists series six pictures illustrating 
how typhoid fever spread carriers. young 


woman, convalescent from typhoid fever, returns 
work milk store, and infects some her 
customers, one whom dies. pictures are 
displayed cabinet arranged that one picture 
time shown for space ten seconds.

Each these cities has, during the past ten years, 
installed some method water purification, which 
indicated, and the decrease the number 
deaths from typhoid fever shown the decrease 
height the elevations after the introduction 
water purification methods. 

(f) Influence the Public Water Supply 
the Spread Typhoid Fever. topographical 
model showing the relationship between certain 
towns and villages along watercourse which 
one time became polluted with typhoid fever germs.

(d) The “Ratless.” name has 
been given section, model ship constructed 
such manner that becomes practically rat- 
proof. Automatic rat runs are installed that 
such rats might come board with cargo and 
stores would likely leave the ship through 
the runways provided. fumigating machine 
installed deck, and pipes lead all the holds 
that the ship can easily freed from rats and 
other vermin.

‘This disease, 
now known through the work Anderson 
and Goldberger the Public Health Service, 
transmitted only body lice. large model 
body louse shown, and its method transmis- 
sion pictorially explained. 


The communicable eye disease, trachoma 
granulated eyelids, prevalent many sections 
the United States, particularly the Appa- 
lachian Mountain chain. During the period from 
October, 1912, April, 1914, 165,907 persons, 
mostly school children, were examined officers 
the Public Health Service, and 2,393 cases 
trachoma were found; 8,940 cases trachoma 
were found among 39,231 American Indians ex- 
amined during this period. order that the dis- 
ease may recognized enlarged models have been 
made the human eye and surrounding region. 
One these models shows the natural condition 
the conjunctiva the upper lid when everted.

‘Twenty-four 
blown glass models illustrating these various minute 
forms animal and vegetable life have been made 
expert glass blower. models are dis- 
played glass case, arranged three series.

SEWAGE TREATMENT AND DISPOSAL EXCRETA.

The chapters diet disease are not only 
instructive but stimulating. They are bit lengthy 
perhaps, but their contents are all “meat.” They 
give enough physiology, pathology, 
render the discussions rational treatment very 
easy follow.

discussing the subject acidosis attributes 
the discovery that neutralized oxybutyric acid had 
considerable toxicity Ehrmann, but Wil- 
bur published experiments this connection some 
years before Ehrmann’s paper appeared. 
very orthodox his chapter treatment, but 
there significant footnote which states 
that several years ago observed decrease 
acidosis with the use very meager rigid diets, 
and has employed that method since, “although 
against ideas commonly taught.”

Fischer convinced that the living 
sues react changes their environment 
manner which analogous the behavior 
colloids such fibrin and gelatine. His book 
presentation this thesis, and the phenomena 
edema and nephritis are discussed and explained 
the basis this hypothesis. 

The book cleverly written and would con- 
vincing all disturbing physiological and patho- 
logical facts could eliminated from the reader’s 
memory. stimulating, but probably not 
the direction intended. The average reader will 
not inclined follow Fischer’s advice test 
the validity his hypothesis experiments 
patients, but will stimulated examine into 
the basis his argument. far the book 
sucteeds accomplishing this, will have done 
service medicine, for there can doubt 
that colloid. phenomena are very important factors 
the cell metabolism, factors which have been 
necessarily neglected the past because our 
want knowledge these processes even they 
occur outside the body. 

cursory review the known facts colloid 
chemistry will convince anyone that they lack 
the simplicity which apparent 
presentation them. will found that there 
are very wide differences the behavior the 
same colloid under the same experimental condi- 
tions, and that the greatest difficulty found 
obtaining concordant results. This arises from the 
instability solutions, and makes 
very unsafe generalize. Young (Infection and 
Resistance. Zinsser 1914) closes short review 
the relation colloidal phenomena biological 
processes with the following remarks: “What 
now greatly needed more data greater

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variety colloids than have heretofore been 
investigated and work directed toward 
ration colloidal solutions definite character. 
Until something has been accomplished these 
directions all biological analogies and the like 
cannot anything more than qualitative, and the 
same holds true for many the physical and 
chemical conclusions which have been discussed 
this chapter.” 


Fischer his discussion theories other than 
his own shows great capacity for trenchant 
criticism, and therefore regretted that 
does not apply the same critical faculty the 
interpretation his own results. glance through 
recent literature show who are 
engaged experiments similar those details 
are much more conservative than drawing 
analogies. The following conclusions 
from three recent papers. noted that 
these workers are fully sympathy with Fischer’s 
endeavor apply the facts colloid chemistry 
the interpretation biological processes. 


Ehrenberg (Arch. die ges. Physiol., 1913, 153, 
1), concludes that when living muscle tissue 
immersed various the changes can 
explained osmotic but not colloidal prin- 
ciples. only when the tissue dies that be- 
haves like colloid. Kidney tissue changes under 
the same conditions cannot explained fully 
either purely osmotic purely col- 
loidal hypothesis. necessary assume 
“Tatigkeit” regard the mechanism which 
yet know nothing. 


Siebeck die ges. Physiol., 1912, 148, 
443), finds that qualitatively living kidney tissue 
various salt solutions acts does osmotic cell, 
but the changes are not quantitatively the same, 
for the changes produced are only 
fourth the magnitude those occurring 
osmotic cell. finds that changes reaction 
have effect the kidney while alive, 
but when dead the tissue alters weight 
acid and alkaline solutions independently the 
osmotic pressure. Finally, concludes that 
analogy possible between colloid phenomena and 
the behavior living tissue, and cites 
experiments which directly controvert those 
Fischer’s. 


Hess and (Zeit. exper. Path. Ther., 
1914, 17, 59), say: “Wenn Martin Fischer’s geist- 
voller Versuch, die ganze Oedemfrage von einer 
ahnlichen Gesichtspunkte aus schematisch 
als gescheitert angesehen werden wird, weisen 
doch seine und Reichardt’s Untersuchungen einen 
neuen der gangbar und hoffnungsvoll er- 
scheint.” 


noteworthy that the first two authors defi- 
nitely conclude that the reactions dead tissue 
are qualitatively well quantitatively different 
from those living tissue. This goes the root 
the whole question, and stands direct op- 
position Fischer’s method arguing from the 
behavior gelatine plates and solutions pow- 
dered fibrin, that similar changes occur the 
body. Fischer rather contemptuously rejects the 
possibility there being any such qualitative dif- 
ference, without however giving any satisfactory 
reason.

Fischer makes good deal the value 
changes the acidity the urine guide 
diagnosis and prognosis nephritis. all 
the more remarkable that the twenty clinical 
cases nephritis presented that the acidity 
the urine mentioned only four and then 
the most perfunctory manner and with details 
the diet, even whether the specimen 
examined was 24-hours’ collection not. 
The urine said “acid,” “intensely acid,” 
“acid paranitrophenol” before treatment alka- 
lies, while one case detailed whom the urine 
was acid methylorange after sodium carbonate 
had been injected intravenously.

Von Noorden Metabolism and Practical Medi- 
cine, vol. II, 449, reviewing the literature 
this point says: “The subjects renal dis- 
ease excrete small quantities ammonia” (on 
diet poor protein) “and varied dietary nor- 
mal quantities ammonia.” “This equally true 
all forms nephritis.” 


The third point that all these conditions 
which are known produce nephritis least 
albuminuria, such interference with the circu- 
lation the kidney, uranium, lead, 
because they lead the production acid the 
kidney the body.

Fischer then deals with the question albu- 
minuria and comes the conclusion that the al- 
bumen the urine derived from the solution 
the kidney tissue protein, apparently mainly 
because fibrin will dissolve acid solutions. 
may stated passing that must obvious 
Fischer that the concentration ions used 
these experiments enormously greater than 
any which can exist the body fluids. But this 
does not deter him from drawing analogy be- 
tween fibrin solution hydrochloric acid and al- 
buminuria nephritis, and then tacitly arguing 
back and implying that because the fact that 


there albuminuria, there must acidosis 
the kidney. then closes the argument 
discussion the morphological changes nephri- 
tis, which considers may reproduced the 
action acids kidney tissue. 


the next section takes the “alleged 
consequences kidney disease,” and there 
much that sensible and the point his 
discussion the relation vascular disease 
nephritis, but here again shows want bal- 
ance, and tendency neglect mention facts 
which not fit into his scheme. states, for 
instance, very dogmatically that reduction the 
amount kidney tissue does not induce cardiac 
hypertrophy, and shows photographs ani- 
mals who have had all but their kidney 
tissue removed. are tell whether 
their hearts are hypertrophied not? Certainly 
not from the photographs. Has Fischer never 
heard the analogous experiments Heinike 
and Passler, who produced cardiac hypertrophy 
this way? 

Uremia very simply explained Fischer. 


-seems perfectly obvious him that only 


edéma the central nervous system produced 
the swelling the colloids under the influence 
acids. has nothing directly with nephritis. 
due acidosis the brain from insufficient oxy- 
gen supply because vascular disease. The de- 
fective elimination phenol sulphuruphthalein 
this type uremia easily passed with the 
remark that this requires “restudied.” The 
accumulation non-protein nitrogen the blood 
does not seem sufficiently important for 
mention, 


There short historical review theories 
kidney secretion. Even the risk seeming 
hypercritical, worth while remark that 
not justifiable couple Bowman’s name with 
Ludwig’s jointly responsible for the filtration 
theory. This not serious error because 
more subtle but dangerous mistake, since 
amounts misrepresentation some very. im- 
portant work. 


Fischer says: “To render secretion possible. 
must first all supply the kidney with oxygen. 
the process water secretion the kidney 
the oxygen not only used but carbonic acid 
produced, and the loss one and the produc- 
tion the other run the higher, the greater the 
amount water secreted the kidney.” 
refers the work Barcroft and Brodie ma- 
king this statement. The impression left the 
mind that the secretion water accomplished 
means work the part the kidney, and 
this implication supports Fischer’s theory the 
primary importance water excretion, the ex- 
cretion solid substances being nearly secondary. 
diuresis following the administration water 
test kidney function, and his statement that 
insufficiency function possible while water ex- 
cretion intact (p. 628). 

But the two papers refers are consulted 
will found that Barcroft and Brodie find that, 
oxygen consumption, there direct proportion 
between the oxygen used and the amount 
urine excreted, and the second paper that the 
diuresis produced urea and sodium sulphate 
accompanied great increase oxygen con- 
sumption. 

Fischer’s presentation the essence this work 
not justified the papers quotes and 
direct contradiction the further development 
research along these lines. Later was shown 
very clearly that was possible obtain great 
increase water excretion the kidney so- 
dium chloride injections, without any increased 
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consumption oxygen, whereas much smaller 
increase urine ‘caused urea sodium sul- 
phate produced great increase the amount 
oxygen used. The excretion watery urine 
isotonic with the blood not associated with evi- 
dences chemical work. 


-It very much hoped that future edi- 
tions this false impression the results Bar- 
croft’s work corrected, since they form, 
Fischer himself says, one the “few experimen- 
tally well-established facts” this subject. 
Section Fischer enters the “experimental 
foundations for the treatment nephritis.” These 
consist experiments which are believed show 
that the injection hypertonic sodium chloride 
solution, mixtures various salts greater 
concentration than they occur the blood, bene- 
ficial nephritis. shows that the albuminuria 
and cylinduria which appears when rabbits are tied 
“snugly” into holder, when acid injected 
into the blood, when the renal vessels are tem- 
porarily closed, disappears diminishes when salt 
solution injected. 


But this “foundation” does not seem very 
firm. means the hypertonic salt solution 
very pronounced diuresis produced, and the vol- 
ume the urine increases more than ten times 
its previous level. course the intensity quali- 
tative albumen tests diminishes and casts become 
find. may further noted that 
the so-called “asphyxial nephritis’ produced 
tying rabbits holder, all the controls re- 
covered, while the four injected with salt one 
died, and that both the animals, into whom salt 
well acid were injected, died. This does not 
seem very good foundation for proposed meth- 
treatment. 


the following section proceeds the 
treatment nephritis. regards diet says: 
“Practically expressed, let the nephritic eat pretty 
much pleases.” gives enough alkali 
keep the urine neutral litmus, plenty salt, 
and plenty water. severe cases advises 
the intravenous injection solution sodium 
carbonate and sodium chloride. 


carried away the brilliancy Fischer’s argu- 
ments that will apply his methods the usual 
cases nephritis meets his practice. 
should remember that Fischer does not believe that 
patient with uremia arising during the course 
chronic kidney disease associated with high blood 
pressure suffering primarily from kidney insuffi- 
ciency. Apparently such cases does not rec- 
ommend intravenous alkaline injections, for there 
such case mentioned among his clinical cases, 
although difficult understand why not, for 
says that uremia also due acid accumu- 
lation. 

The best advice that can given anyone who 
feels try Fischer’s treatment read 
carefully and critically the case reports cites. 
will find two cases post-operative anuria, 
three cases apparently acute nephritis, two cases 
one obscure case (No. 26) which diagnosis 
seems possible from the facts given, and ten cases 
albuminuria and cylinduria associated with preg- 
nancy. One other case diagnosed one the 
“acute nephritis.” which death followed 
travenous injection hypertonic salt solution and 
sodium carbonate, given. post-mortem exam- 
ination was obtained and the following description 
the condition found the kidneys character- 
istic the character these reports: “The kid- 
neys were somewhat swollen and good color. 
The capsules stripped easily”! 

surely within the bounds moderation 
say that such vague and slipshod summaries are 
presented here are far from convincing. The mere 
fact that diuresis may induced some patients 
who have albumen and casts their urine in- 
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travenous injection hypertonic salt solutions, 
proof that they were necessarily benefited 
thereby. Nor the decrease the intensity 
albumen reactions and the number casts re- 
markable when the urine becomes very dilute. The 
subsequent recovery which occurred frequently 
seen without any such treatment. possible 
right that acute nephritis such treat- 
ment beneficial; but the better way settle 
the question would produce acute 
experimental nephritis animals uranium, for 
instance, which specifically mentions acting 
leading acid accumulation the kidneys, 
and try the effect his injections them. 
could then bring forward objective proof 
the presence acute kidney lesion, and leave 
doubt his reader’s mind the accuracy 
his diagnosis, doubt which certainly remains 
after reading his clinical reports. 


this book were not clever and interesting, 
did not contain many sound and 
would not worth reviewing. because 
presented such forcible and compelling 
manner that requires close criticism. has all 
the charm the new and unorthodox, but the 
new not always true, and facts, however old, 
are still facts.

Hagee’s Cordial—The Council Pharmacy and 
Chemistry reports that Hagee’s Cordial the Ex- 
tract Cod Liver Oil Compound (Katharmon 
Chemical Co.) has neither the nutritive qualities 
nor the reconstructive efficacy cold liver oil and 
that worthless for the conditions for which 
advertised. Recent experiments having shown 
that cod liver oil, like butter and egg yolk, pos- 
sesses certain growth-promoting not 
found some other fats, the promoters Hagee’s 
Cordial claim these properties cod liver oil for 
their extract. The Council has previously expressed 
the opinion that cod liver oil owes its value the 
main entirely its fatty constituents. Now the 
Connecticut Agricultural Experiment Station has 
demonstrated that the growth-promoting properties 
cod liver oil are not found Hagee’s 
Cordial (Jour. A., April 10, 1915, 1262). 


Wampole’s Preparation—Wampole’s 
and Tasteless Preparation Extract Cod 
Liver (H. Wampole Co., Inc.) marketed 
under non-quantitative and therefore practically 
worthless statement composition. Experiments 
carried out the Connecticut Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station have demonstrated that the 
Wampole Preparation, which also contains ex- 
tract malt and sugar, does not possess the 
advantages over ordinary cod liver oil source 
nutriment, claimed. Neither did the Wam- 
pole preparation appear possess any marked 
degree the reconstructive properties cod liver 
oil, butter fat and egg yolk. The Council 
Pharmacy and Chemistry held Wampole’s Perfected 
and Tasteless Preparation Extract Cod 
Liver ineligible for New and Nonofficial Remedies 
because, contrary claim, lacks both the nutri- 
tive and reconstructive properties cod liver oil 
and because marketed under indefinite name 
and under unwarranted claims (Jour. 
April 10, 1915, 1262). 

Council Pharmacy and 
Chemistry reports that “Veracolate (plain)” (The 
Marcy Co., Boston, Mass.) semi-secret com- 
position, unscientific combination and exploited 
under unwarranted claims. reports that the same 
criticisms apply “Veracolate with Pepsin and 
Pancreatin” and “Veracolate with Iron, Quinine 
and Strychnine.” For “Veracolate (plain)” the 
following non-quantitative formula given: 
compound containing the bile acids, sodium glyco- 
cholate, sodium taurocholate with cascara sagrada 
and with Pepsin 
and Pancreatin” said contain, addition 
the indefinite “Veracolate,” the two mutually in- 
compatible ferments, pepsin and pancreatin, and 
oil peppermint. The complexity “Veracolate 
with Iron, Quinine and Strychnine” has increased 
that this unscientific mixture claimed con- 
tain seven constituents. These products are dis- 
creditable the medical and pharmaceutical pro- 
fession alike and their use against the public 
good (Jour. A., April 24, 1915, 1440). 
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ABSTRACT OFFICIAL RULINGS UNDER 
THE NEW FEDERAL NARCOTIC LAW. 


Administration, external and internal—Liniments, 
ointments, other preparations containing drugs 
not specifically exempt, used for oral, nasal, aural, 
ocular, rectal, urethral, vaginal administration 
are not such cases used externally and are there- 
fore not exempt from the provisions this law. 

Attendance (personal), definition of—A physician, 
dentist, veterinarian actually absent 
from his office and personal attendance upon 
patient order come within the exemption 
section paragraph this law. 


Charity organizations—Not supported solely 
the state, county, municipality must register 
and pay the special tax and keep record drugs 
dispensed distributed. 


Consumers obtaining consumer, 
such, will not permitted register under this 
law and can only obtain supply such drugs 
through duly registered physician, dentist, 

Drugs dispensed, record physician den- 
tist who administers minute quantities drugs 
coming within the scope this law his office 
may keep record the date when stock solu- 
tion made and the date when such stock solu- 
tion exhausted without keeping record the 
name and address each patient whom such 
drugs are administered. This plan will allowed, 
however, only cases those physicians and 
dentists who use minute quantities these drugs, 
such oculists, aurists, and other specialists; but 
where physician engaged general practice 
otherwise administers such drugs will neces- 
sary for him keep record the name and 
address the patient, all drugs dispensed, dis- 
tributed, administered his office, and such 
drugs left with patient taken his ab- 
sence. Only such drugs are personally admin- 
istered physician patient when away from 
his office are exempt from record. 

university, college, other educational institution 
using drugs coming within the scope this law 
must register with the collector internal reve- 
nue and pay the special tax. The dean each de- 
partment should sign the application for registry 
and the order blanks used obtain supply 
these drugs. Such drugs used dental infirmary 
laboratory should recorded book kept 
for that purpose. 


Exemption from the act 
government, state, county, and municipal officers, 
lawfully engaged purchasing drugs, etc., specified 
the act for the various departments the 
Army and Navy, the Public Health Service, and for 
government, state, territorial, district, county, mu- 
nicipal, insular hospitals prisons are held 
exempt under section and paragraph (d) 
section from the provisions the act relating 
registry and special tax purchase and use 
such drugs and the keeping records the 
same.

Nurses, status allowed register and

Partnerships two more 
physicians, dentists, veterinary surgeons are 
partnership, doing business under firm name, 
necessary for the firm registered, the firm 
registry number indicated ordering any 
the drugs for use the office practice the 
members the firm, each individual physician, 
dentist, veterinary surgeon such partnership 
should register and pay the special tax under his 
own name, also engaged private practice. 

Physicians, dentists, and veterinarians practicing 
more than one district.—If maintaining office 
more than one internal-revenue district must 
register each district. not maintaining more 
than one office registration one district permits 
him practice any other district with but one 
registration. 

Prescription physician, dentist, 
veterinary surgeon can make use any prescrip- 
tion blank, provided the same properly dated 
and signed and has indicated thereon the physi- 
cian’s address, his registry number, and the name 
and address the person for whom such prescrip- 
tion written. The government does not furnish 
form upon which prescriptions may written 
and the special order form can not used for 
this purpose. 

Prescriptions, partial filling pre- 
scriptions only can lawfully filled druggists, 
and the partial filling such prescriptions, from 
time time, where large quantities drugs have 
been prescribed will, under circumstances, 
permitted. 


original prescrip- 
tions can filled druggists and apothecaries 
and can not refilled without violating this law. 


Registration, who eligible for.—The following 
persons legitimately engaged the practice 
their profession and dealers allowed the state 
laws handle narcotic drugs are eligible regis- 
try under this law: Persons engaged the prac- 
tice medicine and surgery, persons engaged 
the practice dentisry, persohs engaged the 
practice veterinary medicine and surgery, per- 
sons engaged the importation and sale drugs, 
persons engaged the manufacture and sale 
drugs wholesale, persons engaged the manu- 
facture and sale drugs retail.

THE MEDICAL PRACTICE ACT. 
(Remarks the Senate Mr. Benson.) 


Mr. President: This the bill presented the 
State Board Medical Examiners. what 
known the “regular” “orthodox” bill, and 
has the support some seven thousand medical 
practitioners who yet cling the belief that the 
practice medicine science, and that the 
care the human body function sufficient 
importance warrant careful regulation 
State. has the support, too, spite the 


vigorous and misleading propaganda which has 
been conducted against it, the overwhelming 
majority the citizens our state, and 
their interest and for their protection, that the bill 
advocated. 


would not seem necessary intelligent 
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gathering pause the discussion health 
measure defend the members the medical 
fraternity. would seem that the wonderful part 
which the doctor has played the history 
mankind would protect him from promiscuous and 
vicious attack upon every occasion when seeks 
improve the standards his high calling. But, 
unfortunately, such has not been the case. Through 
the activities the most numerous and the most 
persistent lobby which has attended upon this 
legislature, atmosphere has been created here 
which the family doctor, whom have long 
loved and revered, made appear self- 
serving opportunist, intent upon obtaining his own 
personal advantage all hazards and oblivious 
the rights interests all mankind. 


this the doctor you and have known him? 
Has there come time your life when the one 
you held nearest and dearest went down into the 
valley the shadow weakly clinging the hand 
your Have you known what 
stand the bedside the one you loved 
—impotent, helpless and hopeless, save for your 
faith your God and your confidence that the 
kindly man medicine who hovered tenderly over 
her would fight with all his heart and all his 
brain, with all his acquired skill and all the 
skill had inherited from the thousands who had 
fought this fight before him? Did you doubt then 
that the big issue with that now maligned medical 
man was the life death your loved one? 
you remember how through the travail that 
long, long night fought back the grim horror 
inch inch, and with the break dawn the 
clouds lifted just little and your loved one came 
feebly out from the dark valley? you remem- 
ber these things? Did the doctor seem you 
then the crooked, selfish opportunist that 
now represented be? Did appear you 
then visualized you today the innu- 
endos, the whispered scandals and the vicious jeers 
which the opponents this measure have 
freely indulged? 

This -bill presented the regular physicians 
conformity with course which they have pur- 
sued with self-sacrificing and commendable zeal 
their efforts insure the highest degree skill 
those who are minister the afflictions and 
ailments mankind. only few years ago 
that the profession medicine the United 
States was standard far below that 
European countries that was matter uni- 
versal regret not only the members the 
profession, but the intelligent public. was 
generally recognized that for man become 
European institution was essential. Such 
was impracticable sufficient number medi- 
cal men supply the needs our great popula- 
tion and, result, inadequate, inefficient and 
poorly conducted colleges, operated largely for 
purely financial ends, sprung all over the 
country. These were popularly known “di- 
ploma mills,” and their operations not only at- 
tracted the attention the general public, but also 
elicited the condemnation the higher minded 
members the medical profession. 
was inaugurated correct this condition. 
propaganda for high standards medical educa- 
tion was initiated, and the profession throughout 
the country became actively interested. Laws 
were passed state after state which had for 
their object the abolishing the “diploma mill,” 
and the discouragement the “short course” doc- 
tor. Probably more efficient measure this 
character has been enacted than the California 
medical law 1913, which the law which 
are now seeking, minor particulars, amend. 
This law was largely the result the earnest, 
persistent and intelligent efforts Senator Jones, 
Senator Avey and Senator Mott, who devoted 
large portion their time during the last session 
the California legislature hearing the views 


representatives various schools medicine, 
and framing bill which would fair 
every school which honestly desired meet 
proper and adequate standard. this they were 
largely successful that overwhelming ma- 
jority the educated practitioners the state 
would not desire see the bill radically changed. 


There opposition, however, the measure. 
opposition which manifested itself the 
numerous lobby which assails the members this 
body every possible opportunity. This opposi- 
tion has centered its attack upon the ‘bill the 
amendment now presented proposing deprive 
the State Board Medical Examiners the 
authority approve institutions medical learn- 
ing before their graduates are allowed present 
themselves for examination. argued with 
heat and vehemence that this approval the 
Board unnecessary, because the standards re- 
quired the institutions are written the 
that is—so argue the proponents this amend- 
ment—if the law itself requires institution 
give many hours instruction each the 
several essential branches then this requirement 
the law should the sole measure the insti- 
tution’s eligibility present its graduates for ex- 
amination. That is, the standard having been 
legally established then there necessity for 
any provision authorizing the Board, any other 
tribunal, pass upon the question whether 
not the standard has been duly adhered to. 

This opposition seems have been ar- 
rived process reasoning which extra- 
ordinary. that theory correct, then the fact 
that certain standards conduct are law writ- 
ten the Penal Code all that necessary 
insure the peace and dignity the common- 
wealth. Why have policemen, district attorneys, 
judges and juries? Why should give these 
mere men the right arbitrarily determine 
whether not these rules conduct have been 
observed? The standards are written the law, 
and, being written the law, their purposes are 
accomplished, and nothing further required 
prevent theft and violence than the knowledge 
that the standards are there written. The mere 
statement this proposition carries conviction 
its absurdity. write our standards civil 
conduct our Penal Code, but maintain peace 
officers and the machinery the courts see that 
those standards are observed. write the 
law .the standards required for medical colleges, 
and give our Board Medical Examiners 
authority see that these standards are adhered 
to. 

the standards conduct written our Penal 
Code are violated our courts declare the violation 
and penalize the offender. the standards 
medical colleges are not adhered the State 
Board declares the violation the standards and 
penalizes the offender declining allow its 
graduates appear for examination. The pro- 
vision seems just, and more than. that, seems 
necessary. 

Senator Purkitt has demanded know why: 
not satisfied eliminate the provision the 
law requiring the approval these institutions 
the Board and leave court law 
determine whether not institution has lived 
the legal standard. will tell you why, 
Senator Purkitt. The court not organized 
manner properly determine the question 
whether not certain studies are being taught 
learning. The only way determining whether 
not teaching being properly done for 
some one competent judge and watch the 
teacher work. Actual inspection those 
learned the branch being taught would bring 
more certain and satisfactory results than would 
tomes testimony taken court and digested 
lawyer the bench, layman the jury 
Ox. 
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What has your profession and mine done, Sen- 
ator Purkitt, which would justify the assumption 
that could more safely left the determina- 
tion this question than the members the 
medical profession? What has our profession done 
that would place high above the profession 
medicine that should arrogate ourselves 
the right act exclusive judges matters 
that affect the healing art? our profession 
been marked progress and achievement that 
are justified assuming the incompetency 

the members the medical profession control 
their own institutions? What achievement, Senator 
Purkitt, can the profession which you and be- 
long point which can approach the magnitude 
and magnificence, the heroic 
and tremendously important work the medical 
men who gave their lives that the Panama Canal 
might possibility? 

know nothing the various schools medi- 
cine. The Allopath; the Homeopath; the Eclectic 
and the Osteopath, all none these may 
right their peculiar dogma, but know that 
there school, sect cult science; that 
truth, whether concern medicine mathematics, 
will not confined any particular peculiar 
class creed. 

believe that the man who earnestly searching 
after truth and attentive ear the wis- 
dom those who have searched before him apt 
approach nearer that which seeks. than 
the man who ignores all researches the past 
and insists building the structure his 
upon the foundation which has him- 
self laid. The science medicine, known 
the regular practitioner, great structure 
which has been builded year year and cen- 
tury century. has profited the achieve- 
ments and the errors the past; has tried 
out much that has been found wanting, but its 
net results science based upon long and 
intelligent research, careful and enormously exten- 
sive observation; and its upbuilding the 
and most capable men since the world began have 
been giving the best that was them. 

cannot judge between the technical theories 
which may separate the men who are learned 
this great science, but can believe that un- 
safe assume that the man without educational 
qualifications his own, unguided the experi- 
ence others and intolerant and narrow his 
attitude, safe custodian the lives and wel- 
fare our citizens; nor can safely leave the 
question the competency the contending 
healers the supposed beneficiaries their vari- 
ous arts. have men education and in- 
telligence who loudly asserted that after the physi- 
cian had failed cure their ailments they had ob- 
tained instant and miraculous relief from 
coction ground lizard and grasshopper legs, 


prescribed for them the Oriental savant. 


know man, for whose ordinary intelligence 
have the highest respect, who proudly displays 
little black lump which was once potato, the 
potent talisman which for successive seasons has 
warded off his rheumatism; and prevent this 
same malady there are concerns which turn out 
enormous numbers German ‘silver rings, which 
they sell large profit the credulous. 
this credulity and tendency surround the heal- 
ing art with superstition which makes neces- 
sary protect the public from becoming the prey 
the charlatan. This can only done the 
maintenance high. standards for the members 
the medical profession. long con- 
tinue maintain these standards may expect 
that those who fall below them will indulge 
bitterness and recrimination; long the regu- 
lar practitioner maintains ideals for his profession 
and hold his profession those 
ideals, long may expect that his motives 
may misconstrued and misrepresented. 

every session the legislature may ex- 
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pect that there will persistent and vigorous 
efforts tear down the standards which have been 
established. may expect overwhelmed 
with stories the failures the learned medical 
profession and regaled with wonderful stories 
the achievements the unlearned. Unfortu- 
nately, this has come old story the 
California legislature, and confident that this 
body would rather vote raise, than lower, 
the standard medical edu@ation, and that those 
who are now complaining most bitterly against 
the provisions the law which 
against them, will, when they have earnestly and 
honestly attained the standards which have been 
set, proud number themselves among those 
who are striving retain for the healing profes- 
sion the glorious position which its history, 
practices and aspirations entitle it.
